Experience shows tuat it were vain tu expect 
political improvement trom men in whose 
official career is gut to be found material 
progress, when nut identified with their personat 

or advancement. I confess that when 
speculating oo the causes which led to the 
disastcvus retrogresbiun of the past, 1 am 
puzzied to account for the long con.inuance 
of m poli ical sy-tew, to which is tracenble so 
much unmixed evil—a system containing | 
within itse.t such active elements of ruin, 
which when considered ic the sbsract, might 
bave been expected to put an end to its exist- 
ence wuch souner. Nor indeed is thie all, It 
will be the duty of future legislators, in 
their post mortem exumivation of the lute 
goveruwent to fearly-sly probe the vomplicat- 
ed disorders which paved a way for its fiual 
dissvlution. 

lt is nut probable that any modern English 
community bas suffered politica, ilis so pati 
ently a6 tue people of Britist Columvia. Tue 
amvuunt of maludmiuistration, sud the extra- 
ordinary tinture of official agyrandizement is 
periectly astoundi g. Amuredep!. rab.ecoliees 
ti 9 of despotic follies cau baruly be imagined, 
We bave seeo public servacts Voting ther 
vwo s:luries, fixing their own pensions, 
defying public opiniun, .ud pursuimg with 
s udied malevolence, the popu.ar sepreseata- 
t ves. We have seen mere adveu.urer-, 
ewployed as envoys entrusted with impurtaat 
g ule secrets--udver.tarcrs Who are universal y 
execrated, Whuw the people bave never trusid 
and bave long suspected—creatures who sre 
to british Columomos what the bateful 
Cimudiaua were to the Ancient Romans Nay, 
to crown this bumilimting diawa, a perverse 
aud apparently seuseie<s superior authority, 
receive them with fulsome flattery, and ap- 
plause and preferment is showered upuo 
their beads im proportion te the mischief 
that they bave duue. 

The singu-arly baneful and distinctive 
nature of these «Vents, is pregnant with 
petcuctiun and warning, and allurds toevery 
reticting mind sumervus and important Ires- 
suns. The time appears appropriate lor 
turning such lessuns tu accuuul by improve— 
ments at once expedieut, practical, and 
decisive; butthey realize only bult the danger 
which these events indicate, who see in them 
only official usurpation va the one band, ang 
determined oppusition on the other. The 
lesson which, these events teach as is, 
that gross legislation and = extrene 
ag (ation are inseperably  coauected 
—that each is the blood relation of the otber. 
Nay more, the danger indicated is to be 


‘apprebeaded by pincing great powers in the 


bands of our govervors w'thuut bring secured 
by immediate vot remote, certaiu not dubious 
vonst tutional laws that those power shail wot 
be abused. 


It will hardly be disputed by men of can-| 


door aud experience that there are certain 
requisites indispensabsy wecessary to the 
security und ethciency of all just guveroments 
the most tmportant of whict J believe to, be, 
ireedom nud security aguinst wrong. Now | 
think ‘you will rewdily admit, that must 
civilized governmen:s bave succeeded pretty 
well in securing the people ayuinst wrong 
from each other; but to secure them by !awa 
ngainst wroog from tbe government iteelf, i+ 
a problem of a fur more difficult sort, which 
few nations since the co umencement of gov- 
ernments huve attempted to.rolve. but it 16 
a probiem upon the solution o: which depenas 
the freedow and security of every existing 
pation against oppression aod peculation,and 
which from its importance commends itse.fto 
ie qezious and impartial cunsideraiive ofall 
men who are desirous of reudering permanent 
service jv mankind 

Tust it is not the busi:ess of those #bo 
yovern to compel public oprmon to folluw 
them. but thut itis tbeir duty t» follow pub- 
lic opi: ion, is a canon of my political cre: d. 
Unf-rimnstely the prac-ice of thuse abo bave 
geverved this coluny, bas been, both by 
precept and exumple to think differevtly, ba:

By the Otter, which arrived yesterday 
forenoon from Skeena River, some sixty 
able-bodied men were landed in oar city, 
having retarned from Omineca, we need 
scarcely say minus cash and presenting as 
a whole a very dilapidated appearance. 
These men will need employment, and it 
is a subject worthy of consideration what 
steps had best be taken to provide them 
something to do and retain them ia the 
country. We would, in anticipation of a 
still larger increase in our population of 
men from the miues, suggest to bis Hovor 
the Governor the desirability of convening 
the Local Legislatare fur despatch of 
business at the earliest possible date, in 
order that stops may be taken to provide 
employment for them daring the ensuing 
winter. When the new House meets 
there will be mach to engage its atten- 
tion in the way of inaugurating measures 
for the carrying forward works of pab- 
lic utility and necessity, aud they 
could not be undertaken at a 
better time nor under more ad- 
vantageous circumstances than now, 
when there are large numbers of mev 
amongst us having nothing to do and 
desirous to get work.
